that the Germans would be hit 
wherever and whenever the op- 
portunity offers on the Mediter- 
ranean front. 

Rome, itself, is the immediate 
objective of present Allied opera- 
tions in Italy, Wilson said at .his 
first press conference here, adding 
that he was “optimistic” that the 
Eternal City would fall to the 
Allies before long. He said other

SEES EASIER TERRAIN 


Promising easier terrain for Al- 
lied troops once they break the

“but whether we'll finish it this 
vear is another thing,” he added. 
He drew the parallel of a boxer 
who has won a fight, but whose 
opponent still is on his feet.

Cause Fraud Accusations 


The Fulton county board of tax, 


assessors has begun filing accusa- 
tions against about 40 persons 
charged with securing fraudulent 
homestead exemptions. Four were 
filed yesterday with Lindley 
Camp, solicitor of the criminal 
court of Fulton county, by W. P. 
Middlebrooks, special investigator 
for the assessors. 

If convicted, those accused are 
each liable to a fine of $1,000, 12 
months on the public works and 
six months jn jail. 

Tax As.essor Comer Davis said 
yesterday that he was unable to 
estimate the amount of taxes of 
which the county had been de- 
frauded, but said that it would run 
into thousands of dollars. 

The assessors assigned Middle- 
brooks to investigate homestead 
exemptions some months ago. 
Middlebrooks unearthed hundreds 
of cases of violations by persons 
whose claims had hitherto been 
accepted at their face value and 
who had enjoyed the exemption 
since 1938. Many of them were 


sthought they were entitled to ex- 


emptions, such as owners of mul- 
tiple dwellings where the owner 
lived in one. 

These persons the assessors per- 
mitted to pay up the taxes from 
which they had been excused. 
Middlebrooks reported numerous 
flagrant violations. Exemptions, he 
said, had been obtained by per- 
sons operating houses of prostitu- 
tion, others by persons living in 
Washington, Detroit and other 
cities. In one case, he said, a sin- 
gle family had obtained three ex- 
emptions, one for the husband, an- 
other for the wife and another for 
a 6-months-old child.

A U. S. BOMBER BASE IN BRITAIN, Jan. 
17.—(4)—The Flying Fortress, “Spirit of °44,” 
came home from Oschersleben on two engines 
last Tuesday with 250 bullet holes and a crew 
claiming destruction of 10 Nazi fighters, it was 
disclosed today. ; 

The pilot, Lieutenant Eldridge V. Greer, 29, 
of Houston, Texas, roared the big craft down the 
main streets of German towns using trees as a 
cover from pursuing enemy‘ fighters. 

The Texas airman avowed his ship finally 
crossed the coast so low that “the flak towers 
had to shoot down on us.” 

The Fortress landed with its nose shot away, 
a 16-inch hole in the radio room, the bomb bay 
doors partly open and the rest of the ship pierced 
like a sieve. The crew escaped injury. 

Greer’s Fort had a part in one of the greatest 
aerial battles of the war—a mission in which 
60 big bombers and five fighters were lost and 
152 enemy fighters were destroyed as the U. S. 
Eighth Air Force went after German aircraft 
factories.

Let Foe Take Part in Policing 


Nations After War—Dr. Mott 


By JANE NOLAND. | 
“Russia will co-operate in a 
postwar international program, 
Russian isolationism is not as 
much to be feared as isolation in 
our own United States. You can- 
not understand Russia, but you 
have to believe in her.” 

That is the opinion of Dr. John 
R. Mott, one of the world’s most 
widely known ecclesiastical states- 
men, now visiting in Atlanta. 

World traveler in the cause of 
Christianity for 55 years, he is 
president and founder of the 
World Student Christian Federa- 
tion, which claims members in 40 
different countries of the globe; 
president of the World Commit- 
tee of the Y. M. C. A., with 55 
nations represented; chairman of 
the International Missionary) 
Council, and American vice presi- 
dent of the World Council of | 
Churches, a newly formed organ- 
ization headed by the Archbishop 
of. Canterbury. 

HOPEFUL ABOUT RUSSIA 

“I am more hopeful about Rus- 
sian than many others,” he said 
in an interview yesterday preced- 
ing his five-day lecture course on 
“The Larger Evangelism” at 
Emory University’s Ministers’ 
Week, which begins today . 

“T first went to Russia in 1909, 
with’ a message for the Russian 
youth from President Theodore 
Roosevelt that was marvelously 
prophetic,” he continued. The 
message, four pages long, is one 
of the things I will pass on to my 
grandchildren, but the sentence 
that impressed me most was this: 
‘No land more than Russia holds 
the fate of the coming years.’” 

A frequent visitor to 82 of the 
world’s nations himself, Mott in- 
dorses that early prediction. 

“Russia herself is a conglomer- 
ate,” he pointed out. “That union 
of 158 different peoples, of hun- 
dreds of different religious sects, 
is a miracle in itself, and I believe 
that Russia will want to take an 


Before any international organ- 
ization is set up after the war, Dr. 
Mott believes each country should 
send “visitors” to all other coun- 
tries — persons “with no official 
connection to “sit at the feet” of 
other countries, learn their prob- 
lems and péints of disagreement. 
These “visitors,” in turn, should 
report to a limited international 
consultation body, which would 
then map the agenda for a con- 
vention of authorized delegations 
from all nations, the body which 
would set up whatever interna- 
tional organization is decided 
upon, 

In a nutshell, “we must make 
haste slowly.”

Takes Allied Command

LONDON, Jan. 


17.—(”)—With confident good humor, General 


Dwight D. Eisenhower declared today he had found the preinvasion 
machinery rumbling briskly when he reached Britain, and disclosed 
that Lieutenant General Omar N. Bradley was senior American gen- 
eral heading the great and swiftly-mounting numbers of United States 
ground troops in the United Kingdom. 


, Eisenhower, giving his first 
London press conference as su- 
preme Allied commander in the 
west, went no further in defining 
Bradley’s role, but disclosure of 
Bradley's presence was widely ac- 
cepted as tantamount to announce- 
ment that the zero hour would 
find him commanding all Ameri- 
can landing soldiers, just as Gen- 
eral Sir Bernard L. Montgomery 
will head all the British. 

It was strongly indicated out- 
side the conference that the choice 
for the over-all American ground 
command had not been finally de 
cided. But Bradley, who proved 
himself as commander of the Sec- 
ond Corps in Tunisia and Sicily, 
has been in Britain many weeks, 
and seems a logical choice. Even 
if someone else is chosen for the 
post, the square-jawed infantry- 


man seems a certain bet for com- 


mand of an Army. 

Choice of the American ground 
leader will complete the western 
invasion command in all impor- 
tant details. 

BACK FROM WASHINGTON 

Eisenhower went to Washington 
for a few days to see President 
Roosevelt and General George C.

BARRED BY PACT 


Among the points of both the 
original Soviet-British agreement 
on joint wartime action against 
Germany and their later 20-year 
alliance was the declaration that 
neither would make a separate 
peace with Germany. 


While Pravda’s back page, cus- 
tomarily devoted to foreign news, 
carried the Cairo rumor, the front 
page displayed the Soviet decla- 
ration that negotiations with the 
present Polish government were 
impossible. 

Alongside was the statement of 
the Polish government in London 
which the Soviet declaration an- 
swered. 


The Polish statement said the 
Poles were willing to have Britain 
and the United States act as in- 
termediaries in negotiations with 
Russia, but the Soviet answer as- 
serted negotiations were not pos- 
sible because the Poles in effect 
had rejected the proposed "Cur- 
zon. line” “as an approximate 
boundary between a reconstituted 
Poland and Soviet Russia. 

CITE BREAK 

The Russian answer further 
pointed out that Moscow had 
broken off relations with the Pol- 
ish government in London and a 
proposal to negotiate with it was 
“confusing.” The answer  con- 
cluded that the present exiled Pol- 
ish administration was not desir- 
ous of friendly relations with 
Russia. 

Another Soviet announcement 
recalled the cause of the break, It 
said a special state atrocities com- 
mission soon would make a report 
on the killing of several thousand 
Poles in Katyn forest near 
Smolensk. 


The Polish government’s request 
several months ago for the Inter- 
national Red Cross to investigate 
German accusations that several 
thousand Polish officers and pris- 
oners of war were executed at 
Katyn by the Russians, caused 
Moscow to charge that the Polish 
administration was joining in an 
“anti-Soviet campaign of calumny.” 
The break followed. 

U. S. REPLY FELL SHORT? 


The American response to a Pol- 
ish request apparently did not go 
so far as the Poles had desired. 
Hull said that Ambassador W. 
Averell Harriman in Moscow had 
been told in a dispatch sent Satur- 
day night to inform the Soviet gov- 
ernment of the willingness of this 

overnment to offer its facilities 
or opening discussions between 
the Russians and the Poles with a 
view to resuming official relations 
between them. Hull also express- 
ed the hope that some satisfactory 
means could be found for the re- 
sumption of friendly relations be- 
tween the Moscow government 
and the Polish government in 
exile. 

The Poles have asked that 
Washington and London  under- 
take to mediate the Polish-Russian 
dispute and participate in discus- 
sion of all outstanding questions 
involving the two nations. It had 
said that it could not accept a 
“unilateral” settlement from Rus- 
sia. 

Moscow reactigns, taken in the 
light of the previous history of 
the dispute, led to a belief both 
in Washington and in London that 
an effort apparently is being made 
by the Russians to force some pro- 
Russian changes in the Polish gov- 
ernment as a preliminary to ac- 
tual negotiation of the disputed 
territories of old Poland, where 
Russian armies are now advanc- 
ing.

In opening the meeting Gov- 
ernor Prentice Cooper, of Tennes- 
see, chairman of the Southern 
Governors’ Conference, said it was 
unique for an entire region’s elect- 
ed representatives, governors and 
legislators alike, to declare them- 
selves as one on an important na- 
tional issue. “We are tired in the 
south of remaining a colony,” he 
said, adding that “there seems to 
be no reason any more, other than 
tradition, why our freight rates 
on manufactured goods should 
average 39 per cent higher.” 

Governor Arnall, in a brief 
statement before the meeting, de- 
clared that the equality of eco- 
nomic opportunity is the funda- 
mental pattern of Americanism. 
“DESIGNED TO EXPLOIT” 


“It is the insistence of the south- 
ern governors,” he said, “that no 
section of this nation be held down 
by artificial trade barriers design- 
ed to exploit that section. 

“The south wants no advantage 
economically over any other sec- 
tion. But we do insist on fair 
treatment and equal opportunity.” 

“It is ironical that while our 
southern boys are fighting under 
the banner of ouf common coun- 
try against discriminations against 
small nations throughout the 
world, our own southland is held 
down by illegal and unreasonable 
discriminations by which and 
through which southern industry, 
manufacturers and shippers are 
penalized. This condition must be 
terminated. 

“The railroads mean a great 
deal to our nation and to the 
south. We want them to prosper. 
We want fright rates fixed at such 
a figure as will bring adequate re- 
turns to the railroads. But we 
vigorously oppose the idea of rail- 
road profits coming about by un- 
reasonable exactions from ship- 
pers located in our section of the 
nation.” 

“In short, we are insisting that 
the south be readmitted to the 
Union on the basis of full equality 
and equal fellowship with the 
other sovereign states. We will 
not relent. We will not stop until 
equal economic opportunity ig af- 
forded to every state in the 
Union.” 

Vice President Wallace told the 
conference that the federal gov- 
ernment must break the “monop- 
oly power” of the New York 
money market if the south is to 
achieve economic equality with 
other sections. 

Cheering the southern gover- 
nors on in their efforts to force 
a revision in the freight rates they 
contend discriminate against their 
section, Wallace urged them to 
join with governors in the west 
and other areas in support of na- 
tional measures to abolish trade 
barriers and to decentralize finan- 
cial controls. 

“Such a program will certainly 
meet with an enthusiastic re- 
sponse from the governors of west- 
ern states and should appeal to 
any governor of New York who 
is genuinely interested in the gen- 
eral welfare,” Wallace said. 
“COLONIAL STATUS” 

He charged that the south had 
been “kept in a colonial status” 
by “discriminatory differentials in 
transportation costs,” by state 
trade barriers and “because the 
expansion of southern enterprises 
would compete with other busi- 
nesses in which the bankers were 
already interested.” : 

In addition to Arnall and Coo- 
per, the. other southern governors 
represented included Governor 
Holland, of Florida; Governor 
Sparks, of Alabama; Governor 
Adkins, of Arkansas; Governor 
Broughton, of North Carolina; 
Governor Johnston, of South Car- 
olina; Governor Jones, of Louisi- 
ana, and Governor Kerr, of Okla- 
homa., 

Walter MacDonald, of the Geor- 
gia Public Service Commission 
and a rate adviser to the Southern 
Governors’ Conference, also at- 
tended the meeting.

Utility Rate Cuts Save 
Georgians $879,000 


Rate reductions—made in the face of labor and material shortages 
—saved Georgia consumers of public utilities a total of $879,000 dur- 


ing 
Governor Annall., 

Big savings were made in elec- 
trical, gas and telephone costs, 
Chairman Walter McDonald said, 
and the trend has been downward 
in transportation charges. 

“The commission has carried-on 
a policy of rate reduction during 
a period of labor scarcity and ma- 
terial shortages as a result of the 
war,” McDonald asserted. “This 
is in striking contrast with the 
general increase in utility rates 
which occurred during the first 
World War.” 

Residential electrical consumers 
served by the Georgia Power 
Company were saved a total of 
$400,000 annually through elimi- 
nation of a complicated induce- 
ment plan last year, the commis- 
sion reported. Consumers in coun- 
ties along the Florida border were 
saved $38,000 through a rate re- 
duction. 


The commission said it now is 
looking into the rates of the Sa- 
vannah Electric and Power Com- 
pany, the only other major utility 
company in Georgia, with a view 
to making reductions. 

Residential natural gas consum- 
ers saved $160,000 when the com- 
mission cut domestic rates and in- 
stalled a uniform schedule for 
Georgia cities. Previously, Atlan- 
ta had obtained gas much cheaper 
than other cities. Under the new 
plan, some cities will have their 
bills cut as much as 16 per cent. 
Columbus saved $75,000. 

When the commission moved to- 
ward eliminating a _ differential 
between interstate and intrastate 
toll charges, it saved Georgians 
$198,500 per year in long-distance 
telephone charges, McDonald said. 

The commission aided in reduc- 
ing rates on shipment of livestock. 
On railroad rates, it eliminated a 
6 per cent war emergency in- 
crease which was granted in 1942, 
but it permitted railroads to in- 


1943, the Georgia public service commission has reported to 


crease voluntarily reduced passen- 
ger fare. 

Expenditures of the commission 
reached an eight-year low when 
they totaled only $104,213.13.

Exports Boost 


The south must realize the peak 
in domestic mill consumption of 
cotton during the war has been 
passed and must take “aggressive 
measures to regain export mar- 
kets,” according to I. W. Duggan, 
director of the southern division 
of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration. 

Speaking at a meeting of rep- 
resentatives of all groups interest- 
ed in the growth and manufacture 
of cotton, called to discuss prob- 
lems of the cotton industry in the 
postwar world, at the Ansley hotel 
yesterday, Duggan said that high 
domestic cotton consumption and 
the cotton loan are acting as a 
prop under cotton prices which 
would otherwise be down to 10 or 
12 cents per pound. 

Duggan emphasized that “posi- 
tive” action must be taken to 
counteract the downward trend of 
exports during the postwar period. 
As a possible solution to the prob- 
lem, Duggan expressed the hope 
that “each state in the south or- 
ganizes a cotton committee and 
out of these state committees a 
national cotton committee will de-

The price went up during a five- 
day truce, of a threatened strike, 
when producers and _ distributors 
agreed on the increase, and the 
city treasury underwrote the high- 
er price. 

If Georgia legislators and con- 
gressmen are unsuccessful in ob- 
taining relief, the city of Savan- 
nah will enter the milk business 
Friday. It will raise retail prices 
two cents and wholesale prices 10 
cents—an act which OPA officials 
say will be in violation of OPA 
price-fixing regulations. 

The threat of a milk strike yes- 
terday had hit Aiken, S. C., where 
dealers said they would halt de- 
liveries around February 1 unless 
the OPA grants either a price in- 
crease or a rollback in feed costs. 

“We are going with Savannah, 


Ga., and Charleston if the associa- 


tions there cut off milk supplies,” 
Monson Morris, vice chairman of 
the dealers, said. The Coastal Milk 
Producers’ Association has an- 
nounced a price increase from 38 
to 50 cents effective January 20. 

Regional OPA investigators 
were sent to Charleston yesterday 
to collect facts on the milk situa- 
tion there, preparatory to making 
a recommendation to the Office of 
Economic Stabilization.

Where will the Allied invasion 
of occupied Europe strike? 

That, according to Morgan Beat- 
ty, former Atlantan and now a 
noted NBC radio commentator, is 
the big question that keeps the 
German leaders awake at night 
in an effort to fathom the answer. 
Beatty, who is in Atlanta on a 
vacation, said that it is part of 
the Allied strategy to keep the 
Germans guessing on this all- 
important question. 

“It is psychological warfare on 
a big scale,” he said. “The Ger- 
mans know all the spots in Eu- 
rope which would logically make 
good invasion points. But they 
don’t know at which df those 
points the Allies intend to stage 
the big show. And that’s the thing 
that has them worried.” . 
CALIBER OF LEADERSHIP 

Beatty, who returned from Lon- 
don last August after an eight- 
month stay there, added that the 
Allies should be thankful for the 
caliber of their present leadership. 

“The Allied leaders have cor- 
rected the strategic errors of the 
first World War,” he commented, 
Mand they are using the corrected 
proof as a blueprint for their strat- 
egy in this war. If the Germans 
fail to escape the trap of the Rus- 
sian Bear it is possible that we 
may see a crackup in Germany in 
February or March, Of course, 
that is a form of crystal-gazing 
but we have reason to hope for it. 
If the Germans had not eluded 
the Russians last November, the 
break could have come then.” 

And what about Japan? . 
JAP DAYS NUMBERED 

“Japan?” Beatty repeated with 
a laugh. “Why, many people may 
disagree with me, but my guess is 
that the Japs would be utterly 
stupid not to sue for peace within 
a few weeks after the Nazis go 
down to defeat. Then, naturally, 
the odds against them will be 
much greater than now. And 
they’ll probably know it! 

“Peace will not bring an end to 
selective service, rationing and 
other wartime measures,” Beatty 
continued. 

“Britain is preparing her peo- 
ple for two more years of selec- 
tive service, national service and 
rationing—and that after the war 
ends,” Beatty said. “The people 
of this country seems to think oth- 
erwise, but have an idea they 
may be mistaken.” 

PEACE TERMS ; 

Asked about the prospective 
peace terms, Beatty said: 

“Let’s worry about that when 
we get to the top of the hill. The 
important thing now is to win the 
war.” 

Beatty is in Atlanta with his 


wife, the former Miss Mary Vir- 


ginia Garwood. They are visiting 
at the home of Mrs. Beatty’s moth- 
er, Mrs. Mary B. Garwood, at 244 
Peachtree circle, N. E. He will 
return to Washington on January

Court Upholds 
State Authority 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—(4)— 
The supreme court ruled today 
that the right to become a candi- 
date for a state office “is a right 
of privilege of state citizenship, 
not of national citizenship, and is 
not protected by the Fourteenth 
Amendment of the federal consti- 
tution.” 

The amendment provides that 
no state shall abridge the privi- 
leges or immunities of citizens of 
the United States. 

Chief Justice Stone delivered 
the 7-2 decision which upheld the 
dismissal of a $50,000 damage suit 
brought by Joseph E. Snowden, 
Negro, of Chicago, against the 
governor, secretary of state and 
treaurer of Illinois in 1940 for 
their alleged refusal to certify that 
Snowden had been nominated for 
the general assembly by members 
of the Republican party. 

Justices Douglas and Murphy 
dissented.

above Novosokolniki, widened 
their hold along that railway. 

Kurova, seven. miles northeast 
of Novosokolniki, was captured, 
Moscow said, as the Russians con- 
verged on their larger objective, 
which is on the railway running 
westward below Lake Ilmen from 
Velikie-Luki to Riga, Latvian 
capital. 

Berlin said the Russians were 
attacking north and northwest of 
Nevel, 28 miles below Novosokol- 
niki, with fresh formations, north 
of Lake Ilmen, south of Leningrad, 
and south of Oranienbaum. The 
latter city is about 20 miles west 
of Leningrad. 

“The Soviets attacked with 
growing intensity,” said Berlin’s 
communique regarding the fight- 
ing from Lake Ilmen to Leningrad. 
“Their break-through attempts 
as frustrated in bitter fight- 
ng.’ 

German broadcasts recorded by 
the Associated Press said the Red 
army was using 250,000 men on 
the long northern front, and one 
Berlin report acknowledged Rus- 
sian penetrations north of Nevel 
and southeast of Vitebsk. 

Jean Paquis, radio commenta- 
tor on the Axis-controlled Paris 


Station, said “one thing is certain | 
—in a few months the Russians | 


will have achieved either com- 
plete victory or total defeat.” The 
broadcast was recorded by Reu- 
ter’s. 

A Moscow broadcast said that 
Soviet troops had broken through 
to an important railway west of 
Kalinkovichi, perhaps a section of 
the Bobruisk-Starushki line, and 
that fierce fighting was taking 
place on both banks of the Pripet 
river. 

Red cavalrymen were said to 
have dashed behind the enemy’s 
lines, slaughtering the Germans at 
such a rate that only from 15 to 
20 men were left out of 800 in 
some Nazi battalions. 

The Swedish newspaper Alle- 
handa in a dispatch from Bern 
said that Erich Koch, German 
civil administrator for the

A 
total of 71 farmers were indicted 
and their trial set for the April 
term of circuit court. 

Sheriff Hogg, 65-year-old native 
Butler countian, declared in a 
statement he intended to enforce 
the law. The sheriff esfid: 

“These people (the Negroes) 
have a legal right here (Ash Hill 
township) or anywhere else in the 
county as long as they behave 
and, whether it is my belief or 
not, the, constitution gives them 
that right and I will enforce the 
law as long as I am sheriff. 

“The law provides that I can 
deputize the whole county if nec- 
essary and I intend to do that 
very thing if I find’I cannot han- 
dle the situation. I have lived in 
this county many years and I 
know the people who want law 
and order are in the majority.” 

At Broseley consolidated school 
today many of the approximately 
100 boys in the high school ex- 
pressed an intention to “lick” Su- 
perintendent Gerald I. Clark, 
whose father brought the five Ne- 
gro families into the county. Clark 
went home, but later returned 
after leaders of the protesting 
farmers talked with the boys and 
urged that they give the superin- 
tendent their full support.

$12,669,000 City Budget 
Okayed;EndsFultonW ar 


A budget for 1944 totaling $12,669,000, including $200,000 for pay 
increases for city employes and $63,000 for an expanded playground 
program, has been adopted by city council. 


Council at its meeting yesterday 
also accepted an agreement reach- 
ed by a committee with the Fulton 
county commissioners settling a 
dispute over the metropolitan 
sewer system. 

Under the ‘budget, salaries of 
city employes receiving up to and 
including $25C per month will be 
increased by five per cent, in addi- 
tion to the 10 per cent bonus al- 
ready in effect, while those em- 
ployes receiving $251 up. to $500 
will be increased 2% per cent, in 


addition to the 10 per cent they‘ 


also are receiving now. 


‘The $63,000 appropriation for 
playgrounds and parks represents 
the full amount asked by Parks 
Manager George Simons, who was 
backed by 60 civic organizations 
in requesting that the number of 
playgrounds be increased from 30 
to 40 Ws a means of combatting 
juvenile delinquency. 

Other items of interest were the 
provision of $250,00 for postwar 
improvements; $25,000 for X-ray 
equipment at Grady hospital; $30,- 
000 for X-ray equipment at Steiner 
clinic; $6,000 for a pavilion in 
Washington park, and $30,000 for 
widening Memorial] drive. 

The settlement of the sewer dis- 
pute included concessions by both 
sides. The county dropped its in- 
junction suit brought when the 
city cut off one of the sewer inlets 
leading from county territory and 
agreed to pay the one-third cost of 
maintenance for 1943 according to 
the terms of the 193% agreement. 
This amounts to approximately 
$35,000. 


The city lowered its mairfe- 


nance cost to the county to 30 per | 


‘cent of the total cost minus any 
| sums realized from the sales at the 
disposal plant. The county agreed 


to build, with stich aid as it could 
get, the Egan park sewer line and 
disposal plant and the proposed 
Terrell sewer and plant. 

Fulton county recognized the 
city’s title to the entire metropoli- 
tan system and the city recognizes 
the county's right to continuous 
and perpetual use of the lines and 
plants.

DURHAM, N. C., July 17.—(/P) 
WwW. G. Bramham, minor league 
baseball’s boss, suggested today 
that private ownership of teams 
is preferred to the farm system 
and that now is the time to re- 
vamp sprawling idle loops into 
compact circuits. 

Bramham offered his ideas in a 
typewritten statement that dealt 
with the sport's postwar prob- 
lems, a subject which a major-mi- 
nor committee will study in New 
York on February 5 


He also repeated a previous 
suggestion that rehabilitation of 
baseball start in the schools and 
that promotional work should 
strive for quality—not quantity— 
in the establishment of new loops. 
GAG FOR GLOOMY GUS 

A gag for “eruptive employes 
and others Who allegedly have re- 
tired. In predicting the death of 
the tree from which they are 
plucking, or have plucked, the 
fruit” was recommended and 
Bramham also slapped at the prac- 
tice in which some officials wink 
at player and salary limit viola- 
tions. 

Foreign or chain-store owner- 
ship is desirable only when it has 
been definitely determined that 
local ownership lacks experience, 
finances, or would act contrary to 
the best interests of the sport, the 
statement said. 

However, it continued, “any 
ownership that seeks to combine 
with others to exercise such con- 
trol over professional] baseball as 
to bereft our members of freedom 
of thought and action in guiding 
its affairs or would jeopardize the 
rights of parties with whom such 
owners have contractual relation- 
ship not only would be illegal un- 
der the laws of our country but 
a menace to the game.” 

Full consideration of the war- 
time shift in population should 
be given in reorganizing the 
leagues which have suspended for 
the duration, Bramham pointed 
out, 

MUST ADJUST SELVES 

Changing the makeup of an in- 
active league is much simpler 
than one which is going but it is 
“almost entirely an intra-league 
matter which must be left to 
league membership to adjust.” 

In writing of the idle loops, 
Bramham warned owners to keep 
their plants in shape for quick re- 
sumption of play and immediate 
re-employment of firmer players 
discharged from the armed serv- 
ices should the war end suddenly. 

In the views expressed today by 
Bramham, the minor league boss 
revealed that he is lined up solid- 
ly with Kenesaw Mountain Lan- 
dis, high commissioner of all base- 
ball. who often has made known | 
his strong opposition to the pres- | 
ent chain systems in the national 
game.

A VU. S. BOMBER BASE IN

Strike-Banning 
Law Is Asked 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—(4)— 
Senator Vandenberg, Republican, 
Michigan, declared today that fed- 
eral legislation outlawing “in un- 
equivocal terms” ali interruptions 
in war production would be pref- 
erable to the national labor draft 
act proposed by President Roose- 
velt. 

Citing a government tabulation 
showing 3,737 strikes in 1943, Van- 
denberg said in a statement in- 
serted in the Congressional Rec- 
ord: 


“Organized labor gave us a no: 
table ‘no strike’ pledge which has 
been widely kept. Unfortunately, 
however, it has also been abused. 
It makes no difference in net re- 
sults that this ‘abuse’ has often 


been ‘unauthorized.’ 


“The governnierc figures tell us 
that there were 5,737 total strikes 
in 1943, which is twice as many 
as the 1927-41 average, and that 
we lost 13,947,557 man days of 
production as a result. It makes 
no difference that over-all produc- 
tion figures minimize those fig- 
ures. An eight-ounce heart can 
stop a 200-pound body. 


“If the President, at long last, 
is now ready to face this problem 
unequivocally, I want to co-oper- 
ate. But I am unable fo under- 
stand why we must regiment 
every adult male civilian and par- 
ticularly every adult civilian wom- 
an v4 order to achieve the desired 
resu 


“In my view, such a ie asdy 
might become worse than the dis- 
ease. I prefer to outlaw all strikes 
or lockouts in defense production 
or service for the duration. Of 
course there will still be disputes; 
but, for the duration, they must 
be negotiated where the national 
defense is involved. 

“No dispute is as important as 
unbroken supply lines to our sol- 
dier sons and the law must say so 
in unequivocal terms.”

Cheng said Australians were be- 
ing forced to build railroads and 
perform other hard labor, while 
British prisoners are assigned hu- 
miliating tasks formerly done by 
the humblest coolies. 

Movies, opium dens, barrooms 
and brothels do a thriving busi- 
ness in Singapore, he reported. 

After taking Singapore. the Jap- 
anese bayonetted to death every 
Chinese against whom they held 
the slightest suspicions, the min- 
ister continued, and many Malay- 
an natives have jomthed the guer- 
rillas rdther than enlist for mili- 
tary service with the Japanese.

“killer” of Americans, I am giv- 
ing you a double exposure to the 
psychological and physical fac- 
tors by which to give your heart 
a better break. You will never 
die as long as your heart is in 
first-class shape, for it is the 
most essential organ in the body, 
and the last part of you to give 
up the battle for life.

41, is a successful dentist. 

“I am losing some of my pep 
and growing prematurely old,” he 
spoke ruefully. 

“At night I feel almost dead 
with fatigue. And I have noticed

that the superficial veins in my 
legs are beginning to bulge. 
“I'm on my feet almost con- 


stantly for eight hours, so that 
may be the trouble. But I can’t 
practice denistry without being on 
the job.” 

DIAGNOSIS 


All of us who are on our feet 
a great deal of the day, should 
take extra precautions to rest our 
hearts and retard the onset of 
Varicose veins. 

A dentist works under consider- 
able psychological strain, even 
though he relishes his work and 
doesn’t fully appreciate the ten- 
gion until he relaxes in his easy 
chair in the evening. 

Then the letdown may be so 
great that he can hardly pull 
himself together in order to go 
to his bedroom later in the eve- 
ning to retire. 

Dentists should employ high 
stools as much as possible. And 
they should give their hearts extra 
“vacations” during the day, even 
though these are in small doses.

higher than when you are sitting 
down. 

While lying in the horizontal 
plane, the pulse rate and blood 
pressure drop to their lowest 
point. By propping the feet ‘up, 
we reach a half-way point be- 
tween standing and lying down, 
for we are semi-reclining. 

This may save the heart two or 
four beats per minute. It also re- 
lieves the blood vessels of the legs 
and thus helps retard varicose 
veins. Eliminate garters, too, and 
don’t lace your shoes tightly if 
you must stand on your feet a 
great deal. And shed your sur- 
plus fat by dieting! 

Urge your wife to give you a 
hassock for your birthday or at 
Christmas. It may add years to 
your life. If your heart saves only 
two beats per minute for the two 
hours in the evening when you 
sit in an easy chair with feet 
propped up, that means 240 beats 
have been saved. This indicates 
an extra vacation of more than 
three full minutes for your heart. 
UNTROUBLED SLEEP 

In untroubled sleep, our blood 
pressure reaches its very lowest 
point. Our pulse also drops from 
72 to 66 or even lower. That 
means a saving of six beats per 
minute. In eight hours of slum- 
ber the heart is relieved of 2,880 
beats. Divided by 72, this means 
40 minutes of complete rest for 
the heart each night. 

Not only does the heart thus 
beat less often, but each of those 
66 beats per minute is against a 
blood pressure that may be 20 
millimeters of mercury less than 
usual. In eight hours, this pres- 
sure totals 633,600 millimeters or 
a resistance indicated by a column 
of mercury more than 1-3 of a 
mile high! 

Troubled sleep is not as restful 
on the heart as dreamless sleep, 
so avoid gorging on indigestible 
foods just before retiring. Reduce 
other distractions, such as light 
and noise, undue cold or heat, 
plus mosquitoes arid flies. Also 
avoid detective stories and radio 
thrillers just before retiring. 

Eliminate chemical prods to the 
heart just at bedtime, as ‘caffeine 
in tea, coffee or soft drinks. If you 
are hungry, drink a glass of hot 
milk or indulge in a bowl of 
cereal or hot milk toast, but don’t 
gorge on rich foods and lobster 
midnight suppers! 

Then say your prayers, place 
your trust in God, and you'll 
drift off into deep, refreshing 
slumber. This is the formula for 
long life.

DIGNITY VS. CLOWNING 
(From the <astman Times Journal) 


During the last generation or so, 
the south has had the severe mis- 
fortune of having among its mem- 
bers of the lower and upper 
houses of congress a few dema- 
gogues of an extreme order who 
carried their tactics to the point 
of being veritable clowns. Their 
antics on the floor of the national 
legislature reflected sadly upon 
the section at large, particularly 
the states that sent them ta the 
capital, and proved costly to the 
south in more ways than one. The 
southern reputation suffered as 
result, and this has hurt us from 
both the political and economic 
standpoint as well as in the esti- 
mation of the average citizen in 
other parts of the nation. 

Because of this, many Georgians, 
especially those dwelling in Wagh- 
ington who had a closeup of the 
congressional scene, have been 
especially proud of the fact that 
representing our state in the sen. 
ate was a man distinguished for 
his fine poise and dignity, his 
calm, level point of view, his cool- 
ness and quiet force during de- 
bate, There have been “pitchfork- 
ers” and pitch-and-rearers from 
all sections, of course, but through 
it all Senator George has main- 
tained a dignified, judicious atti- 
tude and demeanor that made him 
forceful when he did speak and 
gained the respectful attention of 
the other senators.

The local museum and art group was dominated by a 
group of young, married women of the debutante club, or junior 
league type. Maybe with one baby but surely with too much idle 
time on their hands. And some of them had taken up “art” with a 
capital “A” as a sort of combined hobby and time-killer. Some of 
them were trying to make things themselves and the results were, 
almost all of them, right pitiful. 

“I’ve.only one really pleasant memory of that experience. I be- 
lieve I did stir up, of awaken, one or two to the reality of art and 
to a truly sincere desire to create something beautiful. 


“Know how I did it? By getting really mad and allowing my- 
self to be downright impolite. I’d been working with these women 
for a week or two, trying to teach them, at least, the rudiments of 
an understanding and I had gotten nowhere. I had been too polite 
and “social.” So, one day, when three of them who, I had dimly 
guessed, did have the potentiality of artistic creation hidden deep 
under the layers of social conventions, were present, I fargot my- 
self. I got real rough. Told them what I believed to be the honest 
truth about themselves. 

“T left them so shocked and angry I never expected they’d con- 
sent to see me again. But they did, a few days later. And you 
know two of them had caught a glimmering of the truth. They 
were trying to make something real. Not very good, but loose and 
free and genuinely expressive, instead of the tight, rigid, conven- 
tional sort of thing they had been trying to do before.” 

Can you picture the reaction of those young women to the 
rough, honest, impolité talk of a youth whose artistic perceptions 
had been outraged? I think I can. And, if he awoke two of them 
to realization, his work in Virginia was not wasted. 


ART AND LIFE During our conversation I expressed a 
thought I’ve often held. That is, the true 


function of art today is to lift the beauty standards of the things of 
everyday life and thus to enhance the appreciation of beauty among 


? all the people, 


It seems to me that the commercial artist who creates, let us 
say, a piece of furniture or a container for some common article 
which is truly beautiful, truly artistic, has perhaps done more for 
the awakening of all people to awareness of beauty than he who 
paints a picture, or carves a piece of sculpture that is seen only by 
visitors to some gallery or museum, My definition of art is beauty 
created by man, as a corollary to the beauty of nature, which is 
created by God. P 

And, with this definition in mind, I repeat that the artist who 
brings something of beauty into the daily life of the people is do- 
ing most to making all life beautiful. 

My artist friend saw my point, but said he thought it could 
start a lot of argument. For instance, he thought the great artist 
who creates a new shade of color is a greater contributor to the 
general good than the commercial artist who uses that color in in- 
dustry. I thought they were equally important. 

Anyway, both have important places in the scheme of things. 
And, if you doubt the practical value of true artistry of line and 
form in industry, compare the efficiency of the modern stream- 
lined automobile or plane with the old, clumsy models of the past.

Fair Enough 


NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—Nobody 
on our side of this war will drop a 
tear over the finish of Count 
Ciano, He was a nasty, grafting, 
continental society louse and a 
drawing room parasite, who was 
way over his head in anything big- 
ger than gin rummy and would 
have been at home and a social 
success in Palm Beach and some 
of our more expensive dumps in 
New York. The only reason he 
ever amounted to anything in the 
Fascist regime was that he mar- 
ried Il Bum’s daughter and it was 
his marriage that finally caused 
him to fall before a firing squad. 


Forerunner 

But Ciarto’s death probably can 
be taken as a horrifying promise 
of things to come as the Germans 
fall back into their own country 
because if Hitler would kil Mus- 


solini’s own son-in-law and leading 
protege, even though Ciano had 
backslid, what will he hesitate to 
do? The Nazis are desperate men 
now who know that they must die 
for crimes already done and it is 
reasonable to expect that they will 
destroy everything behind them in 
their retreat to doom. Ciano had 
served the Germans rather well 
and had lived on terms of personal 
acquaintance, although, of course, 
not of friendship with Hitler, who 
never has had a friend even in his 
own party, and if Il Bum had not 
been a prisoner, himself, living on 
table scrape and borrowed time, he 
undoubtedly would have been al- 
lowed to live in some prison until 
the arrival of the Allies. But Mus- 
solini had no power to save him 
and he died like Hitler’s own old 
comrades who went out in the 
purge. 

This execution is shocking be- 
cause of the family relationship in- 
volved for civilized human beings 
do not execute their own kinnery 
and the Italians are as sentimental 
as the rest of us about family. In 
this savage killing, Hitler acted in 
the Duce’s name and thus kicked 
the Italians in the teeth so God 
only knows what he will do in his 
retreat. He might even shoot the 
Pope for having correspondence 
with the enemy and dynamite St. 
Peter’s and the Vatican as he blew 
up the post office in Naples. 

It is a refresher on the fiendish- 
ness which the world underesti- 
mated when Hitler early in his ca- 
reer destroyed a Polish countess 
accused of spying by having her 
head chopped off with a long-han- 
dled meat axe in the hands of an 
executioner wearing formal eve- 
ning dress. 


And Lidice 


Lidice, the long, cold pogrom of 
the German Jews, the slaughters 
of hostages, occurred when Hitler 
was strong and on the offensive. 
The sort of enemy that the normal 
mind pictures would begin to mod- 
erate his ferocity in retreat in the 
hope of saving his people, even if 
he knew he, himself was doomed. 
But Hitler set out to rule the 
world or obliterate as much of civ- 
ilization and its personalities and 
works as he could, and there is no 
reason to expect that he will go 
easy, even to save the Germans 
from obloquy as long as the world 
lasts. 

To Hitler there is no such thins 
as family. He has been estranged 
from his own, he is queer and im- 
measurable by any human or civil- 
ized standards, he has butchered 
Germans as a farmer beheads a 
chicken on the stump and his ¢>- 
liberate spot-bombing of old 
churches in London may be taken 
as a portent of more stunning 
shocks to come, 


Why Not? 


It is futile to call Hitler a fiend, 
monster and butcher just as an ex- 
pression of hatred. That stage 
passed long ago, the world knows 
what he is, but do we realize what 
he is capable of doing in the final 
days of a career that no human 
being could have imagined 10 
years ago? We did have civiliza- 
tion then and not even history 
Rave us an example of Hitler's Sa- 
tanic, personal indifference to the 
ideals and morals of a world which 
had come a long way since man 
emerged from the caves, his con- 
tempt for the opinions of mankind 
as to his people as well as himself, 
and, on the positive side, his de- 
light in killing and destroying. 

Of itself the killing of one Fas- 
cist by orders of another is noth- 
ing. But the peculiar surroundings 
of the Ciano execution give it 
greater and probably prophetic 
meaning. 

Notre Dame? Boom! Then 
flames and ruin beyond salvage. 
Why not?

VOTING IN GEORGIA 
(From The Boston Globe.) 

Without a dissenting vote in 
either branch of its legislature, 
Georgia has passed a voting law 
to make possible participation in 
the election by the men and 
women in the armed forces. That 
puts Georgia at the head of the 
procession to assure those who do 
the fighting of a voice in the selec- 
tion of their government. A special 
session of the legislature was 
necessary to achieve this result. 
A state ballot commission has 
been established, consisting of the 
Governor, the presiding officers of 
the assembly, the attorney general 
and the secretary of state. 

Of course, this action of Georgia 
must depend for effectiveness on 
the co-operation of the Army and 
the Navy in distributing and col- 
lecting the ballots. But that has 
been promised by Messrs. Stimson 
and Knox, provided the necessary 
directive is given them by the con- 
gress. 

In the report from The Associ- 
ated Press, it is said that 250,000 
men and women from orgia 
are in the services. It would cer- 
tainly be too bad not to have them 
vote. In 1940 there were less than 
313,000 ballots cast for President 
in all of Georgia, which has 3,123.,- 
723 inhabitants. This raises the 
question as to how many of the 
estimated 250,000 in the forces 
will be voting this time.

Ellsworth to Contrary, 
Farm Bloc Is No Myth 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—After spending a 
year in congress Representative Harris Ells- 
worth, of Oregon, has challenged the often re- 
peated reference of newspapermen to the “con- 
gressional farm bloc.” 


“There is no such thing,” the new Oregon member declared. It 
does not exist, he solemnly affairms, but lives only “in the imagina- 
tion of some writers and commentators,” with no more substance 
than the elves, the leprechauns and the ghosts of which little chil- 
dren’s dreams are made. 


If Representative Ellsworth had not been speaking seriously, his 
remarks would have attracted little attention, of course. But for 
the challenge to come from a man who represents an agricultural 
district and who lists himself as a member of the Grange, one of 
the leading farm organizations of the country, seems to require 
some explanation. 


Coming from an agricultural state and having the interests of 
his farm constituents in mind, the Oregon member was probably 
chagrined upon reaching congress to find that he was not invited 
to join the “farm bloc.” Not having been solicited, he probably 
went out and made inquiries as to the leaders of the bloc, so that 
he might offer his services to the common cause. 


UNORGANIZED ORGANIZATION Somewhat to his die 

may, perhaps, he found 
after a period of investigation that the “farm bloc” does not exist 
as a formal functioning organization, wherein its members are 
identified and cataloged. Hence he arrives at the rather startling 
discovery that a hoax has been perpetrated on the American peo- 
ple by the newspapers and others who have continually referred 
to the operations of the farm bloc in congress. After a year of 
seeking he is convinced tat the matter is a myth. 


It is true, as Mr. Ellsworth has rather naively found, that the 
farm bloc does not exist in the sense that he had visualized it. 
It has no officers or common meeting place. Neither does it have 
any staple membership or program. To that extent it is a mythical 
organization. 


But to say there is no farm bloc in congress is to say also that 
there is no “silver bloc,” no “labor bloc,” no “railroad bioc,” high 
tariff and other groups which for years have consistently espoused 
the cause of some special interests, 


None of these blocs functions as a formal organization, though 
their members can usually be easily enough identified. They do 
not operate as a compact unit and their membership varies accord- 
ing to the conflicting pressures of the day. But they do exist as 
a real and vital force in the affairs of congress and the government. 


- For proof of this, it is not necessary to go further than to point 
to the sustained drive now being made in congress for higher agri- 
cultural prices, or the united front being put up by representatives 


of the cattle industry. , 
It is not enough to say 


UNITED IN COMMON INTEREST 
that what looks like 


something else is solely and simply the chance getting-togethe? of 
farm-state representatives on a vote of interest to their constituents. 
The thing is far more real than that. Its members, like those of the 
labor and many other congressional blocs, are brought together by 
common ties of interest. 


Every congressman naturally has his ears attuned to the de- 
mands and well-being of his constituency. In no other way can he 
succeed in office, 


If the farm bloc is more powerful than any other group in con- 
gress, it is. because there are more agricultural districts. No one 
can say that it is more selfish than the others. 


So far as the record shows, the term originated in its present 
usage back in the days of the Harding and Coolidge administra- 
tions. Powerful groups of representatives of the disgruntled mid- 
dle western farm belt banded together, more or less openly, for 
the purpose of furthering legislation then proposed for the retief 
of agriculture. The group came to be known as the “farm bloc.” 


The term stuck and has been, in usage ever since, although it 
is intended to indicate nothing more than the willingness of farm- 
state representatives in both houses to support any measure put 
forward in the interest of agriculture. 


But the farm bloc existed even before then. It will continue to 
exist in the future so long as there is any element in our population 
that is engaged in the pursuits of agriculture. 


To pretend otherwise is to side with the whimsical philosophers 
of an earlier day who were prepared to argue that nothing exists 
outside the human mind, that we ourselves are mere figments of 
the imagination, and that the objective world is a4 reality only to 
the degree that we think it is.

WARNER ROBINS, Ga.—There is a tall, slim, 
big-eyed blonde down here in the fabric depart- 
ment of the airplane repair shops whom the 

| hottest pilots now in the air could well salute as 
: one of their own daredevil breed. 


Her name is Louise Tisdale Cul- 
pepper and she is the widow of 
Slim Culpepper, whom old fliers 
like W. C. Miles, superintendent of 
the Air Service Command’s main- 


tenance department here, remem- 


ber as the biggest, happiest, wild- 
est flyer who over broke up a 
prayer meeting by diving at a 
church. 

It was an airplane crash that 
brought them together, and an air- 
plane crash that finally separated 
them forever after ten years of 
hazardous living in which , they 
flew and stunted over every cot- 
ton patch in the south. 

In 1928 Louise’s father, A. W. 
Tisdale, of Milledgeville, who 
loved airplanes but couldn't fly, 
bought himself an old jenny from 
Souther Field at Americus. Then 
he started looking around for a 
pilot. About the same time Slim 
Culpepper rammed a Waco 
through a 400,000 volt power line 
at Sopertan. A man who could 
do that and live, Mr. Tisdale fig- 
ured, must be a pilot from away 
back. 

SLIM TAKES JOB 

He offered Slim the job. Slim 
took it. Three months later he 
took Tisdale’s daughter, Louise, 
too, as his bride, and the happy 
couple took off in a brand-new 
Waco that was the wedding gift 
of Mr. T. Three weeks later the 
landing gear failed and they crum- 
pled the Waco like an accordion. 

Then the barnstorming began. 
Louise learned to fly. She learned 
to walk wings. They formed, with 
two other antic airmen named 
Bonnie Rowe and Curly Burns, a 
fiving circus. It was a hard life. 
The planes were patched with 
baling wire. One leaked gas 80 
badly Louise @ould catch it in a 
quart fruit jar while in flight and 
then, while Slim nosed up to keep 
the propwash from blowing her 
away, she would pour the gas back 
in the tank. , 

Frequently things were so bad 
they slept in the planes, or on the 
ground in the shelter of the wings. 
They would work all week to 
patch a ship so it would be fit 
to fly on Saturday and Sunday. 
It was not unusual that Louise 
would have to sell a ticket to a 
passenger for $5 and then rush 
to town to buy, the gas to take 
him up with. Bonnie Rowe swiped 
sheets from boarding houses and 
Louise whipped them into para- 
chutes for him on a rented sew- 
ing machine 
ADVENTUROUS LIFE 

It was an adventurous life, pack, 


ed with danger every day. O 
afternoon in Boaz, Ala., en 
Toulse was walking a wing, the 


motor conked and oil poured back 
upon the wing. Her new white 
boots slipped and she fell, clutch- 
ing at a guy wire with one hand. 
She grabbed it, but her hand was 
cut to the bone as she hung on. 

“TI was flapping out over the 
trailing edge like washing on the 
line,” she said. 

Once Slim put a powerful His- 
pano engine in an old plane and 
blew the tail off of it. The crash 
buried the nose in the ground and 
tore the seat out of the passen- 
ger’s pants. When Louise came to 
inspect the wreck later a farmer, 
with shotgun and dogs, demanded 
$25 for damaging his pasture. She 
settied for five. Once an oil-spurt- 
ing motor that ruined her new silk 
dress forced them down 10 times 
on a trip of 100 miles. " 

Slim was always in hot water 
with staid and sensible folk. He 
dived on a cornerstone laying at 
Milledgeville and scattered all.the 
participants. He loved to swoop 
down between the buildings at the 
women’s college there, bellowing 
joyful salutations to the startled 
schoolgirls as he roared past their 
windows. The young and serious- 
minded CAA snatched his license 
and fined him $5,000 for flying 
without lights at night, for stunt- 
ing without a ‘chute, for stunting 
pay passengers and for chimney 
hopping. He ‘ust laughed at the 
fine and flew without a license. 

And Louise, loving him despite 
all his foolishness, flew with him,

with their daughter Charlene, who 
made her first flight at the age of 
six weeks. 

It was the day that Charlene 
was to enter school for the first 
time that Slim died. 

Louise had gone to Milledgeville 

to put the baby in school and 
Slim was flying passengers at 
Lumber City. There had been 
some trouble that morning, some 
ruckus in the crowd that Louise 
never quite got the straight of, and 
Slim had been shot twice in the 
mene Scalp wounds, the doctor 
said. 
»He went on flying. Late that 
afternoon he was coming in to 
land. He looked to be doing all 
right. Then the ship suddenly 
went into the ground. When they 
pulled Slim out he was dead. 

It was 10 years, almost to the 
day, since they were married. 
Louise hasn’t flown much since. 
She’d like to fly again. She'd like 
very much to become a member 
of the Army’s ferry command of 
women pilots. But the old days 
of walking the wings out in the 
rushing wind, and of riding, hour 
after hour in open cockpits, took 
their toll, Under her hair you will 
see the little black button of a 
hearing aid. 

So she’s working down here, re- 
membering the old days, and the 
old daredevil gang, most of whom 
died like Slim, in some dirt field 
crash somewhere, their names not 
even known to the winged young- 
sters of today who are their spirit- 
ual sons.

At one time she had to 
pawn some of her jewels for 
$1,800 in order to make ends meet, 
she said.

Dratt All? 


The President’s request for a 
national service act seemed made 
with less than 100 per cent convic- 
tion. He suggested four other 
measures as prerequisites. He 
emphasized that the government 
already has power to draft capi- 
tal and property for war purposes 
as an offset to the request for a 
law to make labor draftable, and 
quoted the War and Navy Depart- 
ments, and Joint Maritime Com- 
mission as requesting the law. 

He also did not indicate how 
such a law should be framed. 

So, considering the fact that 
congress is recalcitrant on taxes, 
and has proved unable effectively 
to grapple with stabilization and 
food prices, I think we are not 
going to get a national service act. 

Nor am I impressed with most 
of the arguments advanced for 
such an act. Military men, who 
want it, conceive of wartime so- 
ciety in which everybody is a sol- 
dier. But when one thinks the 
matter through, one wonders just 
how this can be justly achieved 
without going completely socialist 
and authoritarian. 

ALL ARMIES AUTHORITARIAN 


All armies are sotialist and au- 
thoritarian. No one in them 
works for profit; everyone is fed, 
housed and clothed at the expense 
of the state; all pay-rates are fix- 
ed in rigid heirarchy; and every- 
one is under command of the of- 
ficer above him. Genuine Army 
standards cannot be applied to any 
part of a free social system with- 
out destroying it. Some people 
would like to regiment one part 
of the system, and leave the oth- 
er (to which they themselves be- 
long) free, because there seems 
to be a natural cussed desire to 
push someone else around. But 
if you make a nation’s workers 
into an army, you create that 
“Prussian socialism” which we 
are fighting. 

Military men are convinced, it 
seems, that a national service act 
will prevent strikes. But the 
truth is that you can lead a man 
to a work bench, but you cannot 
make him work, unless he has an 
officer immediately over him to 
compell him, under continuing 
penalties. The man hours lost by 
strikes have been, for the past 
12 months, far less than the man 
hours lost through the common 
cold, and man hours can be lost by 
disgruntled workers gracing the 
factories by their presence, as well 
as by workers absenting them- 
selves. 

WHAT WOULD COST BE? 

What would a national service 
act cost? We have already reg- 
istered every man between the 
ages of 18 and 65, an expensive 
process, and congress never voted 
a sufficient appropriation to do a 
thorough occupational analysis 
An additional registration of all 
women, and a constant checkup on 
everybody moving, dying, coming 
of age, and changing occupation 
would mean-—a_ gigantic bu- 
reaucracy. By the time a thou- 
sand workers for an industry in 
special need had been sorted out 
of hundreds of thousands, em- 
ployment offices would probably 
find many of them already en- 
gaged in essential work, or sick, 
dead or moved. 

What can be done in the “tight 
little island” of Britain is no 
measure of what is practical on 
our continent, and even in Britain, 
where the war is much more 
closely felt in every home, nation- 
al service has given its adminis- 
trator, Mr. Bevin, many head- 
aches, and has really come down, 
except in coal mining for which 
Britons have been drafted out of 
all classes, to calling for volun- 
teers, 

American women have been 
most articulate in demanding na- 
tional] service act. Their motives 
are admirable, but if it comes to 
a showdown I doubt whether the 
enthusiasm of a well-to-do lady 
would survive being drafted for 
work in a commercial laundry. 
Yet the nation does need laundry 
workers. There are many vacan- 
cies in WAVES and WACS, but 
hardly enough to justify the regis- 
tration of everv American female. 
WOMEN ALREADY SERVING 

The blunt truth is that most 
American women not in war work 
can best serve by better doing just 
what they are doing now, writing 
cheerful letters to the boys abroad, 
and not telling them continually 
about how people are slacking at 
home, and taking care of their 
children, for whom, after all, the 
war is being fought. 

If labor were really slacking we 
would not have achieved the 
“miracle of production” recognized 
by everybody from our regimented 
enemies to Mr. Stalin. 

Behind all the anti-strike legis- 
lation, direct or indirect, lies the 
curious idea that erican work- 
ers are somehow less patriotic, 
and sacrificial than other classes. 
I see not the slightest evidence 
that this is true. We are all mem- 
bers of the same people, and all 
pretty much alike. The parable of 
the moat and the beam needs re- 
reading.

UCV’s General Howell 
Marks 98th Birthday 


BRISTOL, Va., Jan. 17.—(>)— 
General Julius F. Howell, veteran 
of the War Between the States 
and long-time commander in chief 
of the United Confederate Veter- 
ans, is 98 years old today. 

General Howell marked the an- 
niversary by issuing a statement 
calling on’ Bristolians to continue 
to do their part in the war against 
the Axis, particularly by subscrib- 
ing to the fourth war loan.

To Congress: 

Living in Washington, in an at- 
mosphere of politics, and bedev- 
iled by lobbyists representing spe- 
cial interests, you have lost con- 
tact with reality and developed 
strange ideas. But the people at 
home still think in terms of com- 
mon, bay-horse sense, and they 
are puzzled by your apparent in- 
difference to tha nation’s welfare.

When Congress appro- 
priates money, it doesn’t create 
new wealth. It only authorizes 
somebody to borrow the money 
and spend it. 


The people know you were play: 
ing politics. They could almost 
hear you saying: “We'll forget 
about the war and slip over a bill 
to save you from taxation if you'll 
vote for us.” In time of war that 
was too much like saying to sol- 
diers: “If you'll vote right, we'll 
muthorize you to neglect your 
duty.” 

The people don’t enjoy paying 
taxes, That isn’t the idea.

ured to Infantry 


IN ITALY—(By Wireless)—It has been more 
than a year since I last spent any time with our 


Air Forces overseas. 


So now for a little while 


I’ll try to tell you what a gigantic thing our “air” 
has become in this theater. 


In the past year I have written 


they they have become an obsession with me. 


so much about the ground forces 
They live and die so 


miserably and they do it with such determined acceptance that your 
admiration for them blinds you to the rest of the war. 


To any individual the war is 
seldom any bigger than the space 
of a few hundred yards on each 
side of him. All the war in the 
world is concentrated down into 
his own personal fight. To me 
all the war of the world has seem- 
ed to be borne by the few thou- 
sand front-line Soldiers here, des- 
tined merely by chance to suffer 
and die for the rest of us. 

All over the world other mil- 
lions are fighting, too, many of 
them wretchedly as our infantry 
in Italy. But it is easy to forget 
them in your intentness upon your 
own hundred yards. 

But now, remembering once 
again, this column will do its stuff 
with the Air Forces. We may 
break it up with a short nostalgic 
jump back to the infantry now 
and then, but on the whole for 
the next few weeks we'll be learn- 
ing about the flying men. 


ADJUSTMENTS 

You have to make some psycho- 
logical adjustments when = you 
switch from the infantry to the 
Air Forces. The association with 
death is on a different basis. You 
approach death rather decently in 
the Air Forces. 

You die well-fed and clean- 
shaven, if that’s any comfort. 
You’re at the front only a few 
hours of the day, instead of day 
and night for months on end. In 
the evening you come back to 
something approximating a home 
and fireside. 

In the Air Forces you still have 
some semblance of an orderly life, 
even though you may be living in 
tents. But in the infantry you 
must become half beast in order 
to survive, 

Here is your subtle difference 
between the two: When I’m with 
the infantry I never shave, for 
anyone clean-shaven is an obvious 
outsider and apt to be abused. But 
in the Air Forces if you go for 
three days without shaving you 
get to feeling self-conscious, like 
a bum among nice people, so you 
shave in order to conform. 

I’m now with a dive-bomber 
squadron of the 12th Air Force 
Command. There are about 50 
officers and 250 enlisted men in 
a squadron. 

COUNTRY HOUSE 

They all live, officers and men 
too, in a big apartment house that 
the Italian government built to 
house war workers and their fam- 
ilies. It looks like one of our 
own government housing projects. 

It is out in the country at the 
edge of a small town. The Ger- 
mans demolished the big nearby 
factories beyond, but left the 
homes intact. When our squad- 
ron moved into this building, it 
was their first time under a roof 
in six months of combat. 

Now our airmen have wood 
stoves in their rooms, they sleep 
in sleeping bags on folding cots, 
they have shelves to put their 


things on, they have electric light, 


they eat at tables sitting on stools, 
and have an Italian boy to clear 
the dishes away. 

They have an Italian barber, 
and their clothes are clean and 
pressed. They have a small recre- 
ation room with soldier-drawn mu- 
rals on the walls. They can go to 
a nearby town of an evening and 
see American movies, in theaters 
taken over by the Army. They 
can have dates with nurses. They 
can play cardg. They can read by 
good light in a warm room. 


NOT LUXURIOUS 

Don’t get the wrong impression. 
Their life is not* luxurious. At 
home we wouldn't consider it ade 
quate. It has the security of walls 
and doors, but it is a dog’s life at 
that. 

The toilets don’t work, so you 
have to flush them with a tin hat 
full of water dipped out of an al- 
ways filled bathtub. The lights 
go out frequently and you have to 
use candles. 


It’s tough getting up two hours 

before daylight for a dawn mis- 
sion. The floors are cold, hard 
tile. There are no rugs. Some of 
the windows are still blown out. 
_ And yet, as the airmen unblush- 
ingly admit, their life is paradise 
compared with the infantry. They 
are fully appreciative of what the 
infantry goes through. There has 
recently been a program of send- 
ing pilots up to the front as liaison 
officers for a few days at a time. 
They come back and tell the 
others, so that the whole air corps 
may know the ground problem 
and how their brothers are living 
up there in the mud. 

It has resulted in an eagerness 
to help out those ground kids that 
is actually touching. On days 
when the squadron divebombs the 
Germans just ahead of our own 
lines it isn’t as academic to them 
as it used to be. Now the pilots 
are thinking of how much that 
special bomb may help the Ameri- 
can boys down below them. 

It is teamwork with a soul in it, 
and we're fighting better than 
ever before.
